GOP pushes bill to limit 
abortions across state lines 




WASHINGTON — Every year 
thousands of pregnant teen-age 
girls slip quietly across state lines 
to have abortions. And the effect 
— if not necessarily the intent — 
is frequently to evade state laws . 
at home that require the- consent 
of one or both parents before the 
operation may be performed 

More than 20 states have such . 
lows and Republican congression- 
al leaders, under pressure from 
conservative family groups, have-- 
vowed to put oh the fast track a 
bill-designed to make it harder 
for teen-age girls to escape them. 

. The legislation would make it ti 
federal crime for. anyone to trans- 
port a girl under 18 across state 
lines to have on abortion if she 
has not satisfied her state’s 
parental consent law. 

The measure would not make it 
illegal for the girl herself to cross 
state lines. But if the measure is 
enacted, it would continue the 


mothers. Yet the public also gives 
broad support to legal barriers to 
teen-age girls’ freedom to have 
abortions. It particularly sympa- 
thizes with parental consent laws 
— a’ fact that Republi-can law- ’ 
makers had in mind when they 
. announced their drive to pass the 
legislation before Congress 
recesses in August. 

“There may be disagreement 
on the subject of abortion,” said 
Senate Majority Leader Trent 
Lott, R-Miss. “But it is simply 
-intolerable that a young girl can 
be taken away from her home, 
our of state to have an abortion 
without her parents knowing 
about it.” 

The legislation grew out of a 
Pennsylvania case in which a 13- 
year-old girl from a rural county 
became pregnant by her 18-year-

After refusing to go along with 
the pledge, she was threatened 
with detention, although her moth- 
er told officials at Fnllbrook Union ■ 
High School the girl has parental 
permission to forgo the pledge. 

As a result, the American Civil 
Liberties Union filed a federal 
lawsuit in behalf of the 15-year- 
old to protect her First 
Amendment free-speech rights. 

It all started April 1, when the 
girl told her world history 
teacher, Lutz Zastrow, that she 
would sit quietly at her desk 
while the rest of the dass stood 
for the pledge. 

When - the -class - finished; 

Zastrow ordered her to stand in 
front of die dass and recite the 
pledge by herself. Durkee 
refused, raising her voice at 
Zastrow when he continued to 
demand her obedience. 

The teacher threatened her 
' with detention and sent her to die 
"principaivofflc c. t he gi rl-said;— 1 
adding that she was also subject- 
ed to ridicule by her dassmates.

Now, it can 
process up to 200 gallons a 
minute, the capacity needed for 
large oil spills.

“Costner Industries is a good

Dan Costner said the tradi- 
tional way of dealing with liquid 
chemical waste was storing it in 
tanks and putting it through an 
expensive, laborious separation 
process. The new device spins 
with a force of several hundred 
“Gs” and rapidly separates the 
different chemicals. 

While cleaning up oil spills 
looks good in the public eye, 
Meikrantz said the ability to sep- 
arate mixed liquids can be used 
in endless ways. 

A unit recently was sold to 
dean the water in the Panama 
Canal locks.

Colombian woman 
aspires to become 
: 1st female president 


MEDELLIN. Colombia (AP) — 
Trombones and trumpets blared. 

. Hundreds crowded Into a church 
to hear a woman who dreams of 
being Colombia’s president deliv- 
er a prayer for peace. 

Polls showed Noemi Sanin, a 
49-year-old former foreign minis- 
ter, could be the biggest surprise 
heading into Sunday’s vote in 
this South American nation. 

Her independent candidacy 
has taken off, and while she still 
trails the candidates from 
Colombia's two traditional par- 
ries, she has a chance of breaking 
the monopoly on power they have 
• held for more than a century. 

“Noemi, save Colombia,” one 
man told Sanin on Friday as she 
visited her childhood home of 
Medellin. 

“We’ll save it together,” she 
replied. 

Sanin is making a last-minute 
attempt to convince Colombians 
that she can pull the country of 
38 million out of its malaise. The 
winner of Sunday’s vote inherits 
a sagging economy, growing guer- 
rilla hnd paramilitary violence 
and strained relations with the 
United States, which revoked 
President Ernesto Samper’s visa 
over drug corruption charges. 

For months, polls gave Sanin 
the highest favorable ratings of 
any candidate. But when asked 
whom they would vote for, most 
chose the top two candidates 
because they thought she

BLM bows out against AF range plan 


E arlier this month, the Air 
Force and Bureau of Land 
Management reached an 
agreement on a new super- 
sonic electronic comba t range 
in the Owyhee Canyonlands. 

The BLM had previously rejected the 
Air Force’s proposal and spelled out sev- 
eral mitigation measures the agency be- 
lieved necessary to protea the Canyon- 
lands, including seasonal flight restric- 
tions over the mainstream and forks of 
the Owyhee River and the Bruneau and 
Jarbidge rivers, no expansion of military 
training activities over the Little Jack’s 
Crock wilderness study area and a better 
attempt on the part of the Air Force to 
address the ongoing objections of the-' 
Shoshone-Paiute tribe. 

A review of the BLM/ Air Force agree- 
ment shows that the BLM abandoned 
most of the mitigation measures it 
sought to hove incorporated in the range 


In April the BLM argued for military 
overflight altitude restrictions of 3,000 
feet AGL (above ground let-el) above 
358,000 acres of sensitive wildlife and 
recreation areas for the months of April 
May and June - months which are criti- 
cally important wildlife and recreation 
times in the Owyhee Canyonlands. It 
should be noted that the 358,000 acres 
BLM sought to protea actually represe n t • 
less than half of the total acreage of 
wilderness study areas, areas of critical 
environmental concern and designated

- WASHINGTON — Merger 
mania is sweeping Wall Street. 
Want to cash in? 

It looks easy. Deals arc headed 
for the trillion-dollar mark this 
year for the first time in history. 
In less than five months, a total of 
S65S billion in U.S. mergers has 
been announced vs. $917 million 
for all of last year, reports 
Securities Data Co., and lucky 
shareholders are reaping big, 
windfall profits. 

When Citicorp announced its 
deal with Travelers Corp. on 
April 6, the bank’s stock shot up 
26 percent in a single day. The 
merger between Daimler-Benz, 

— AcG^and-Chiy filer- Corp. ,-mada- 
public last week, sent the U.S. 
automaker's shares'up 30 percent 
in just three days.. 

The truth, however, is that pick- 
ing prospective merger winners 
isn’t easy — and research shows 
that holding onto the shares of 
merged companies is often a mis- 
take. The best advice is not to 
play the merger game. 

“Your odds of winning the 
merger lottery arc remote," says 
David K. Schafer of the Strong 
Schafer Value Fund (1-800-368- 
1030), which ranks eighth among 
all 140 growth and income fimds 
tracked by Lippcr Analytical 
Services, Inc., over the past 10 
years. 

If Schafer, with his prodigious 
track record, doesn't bother try- 
ing to pick takeover candidates, 
then neither should you. “We 
look at it as the icing on the 
cake,” he told me. In other words, 
being merged is a pleasant sur- 
prise, not an event you can antici- 
pate. . ' . 

“I never buy stocks with merg- 
ers in mind,” says Jay Weinstein, 
a small-cap specialist who runs 
Oak Forest Investment 
Management Co. in Bethcsda, 
Md. “But I find that if you buy. 
stocks cheaply enough, they have 
a funny way of getting taken 
over." Weinstein's most recent 
score came in February', when 
Insilco Corp., a prosaic industrial- 
components maker, was bought 
by DLJ, Inc., for $42.98 a share, a 
premium of 34 percent. 

But not all mergers are pleas- 
ant. When the two Baby Bells 
announced their combination last 
Mondny, the price of both actual- 
ly fell: Ameritech Corp. dropped 
from $46.00 to $43.88, and SBC 
Communications, Inc., declined. 
from $42.38 to $38.81 — not 
exactly a vote of confidence from 
shareholders.' 

Antf mergers can deprive 
enthusiastic investors of the 
chance to ride a great little com- 
pany into the stratosphere.. One 
of my friends recently com- 
• plained , after Lucent 
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Technologies, Inc., bought out 
Yurie Systems, Inc., a Lanham, 
Md., company that makes sophis- 
ticated digital-switching equip- 
ment. My friend tripled his 
money with Yurie, but he wanted 
the stock os a long-term holding 
that might rise by a factor of 10 
in a decade or so. 

Most recent mergers have 
been stock swaps, which is no 
surprise since shares, as a curren- 
cy, seem more inflated than dol- 
lars. For example, in the phone- 
company deal, SBC will trade 
1316 shares of its stock for every 
share that an Ameritech stock- 
holder owns. 

The big question, then, if you 
own the stock -of a takeover tar- 
get is whether to keep your 
shares in the new combined com- 
pany, or sell them for cash. The 
best advice: sell (unless the tax 
consequences are truly awful).

In his book, “ThcSynergy 
Trap" (Free Press, 1997), MaricL;- 
Sirower of New York University, 
notes that “few, if any, corporate 
decisions can change the value of 
a company as quickly or dramati- 
cally as a major acquisition. 
Unfortunately, creating share- 
holder value remains the most 
elusive outcome of this 
approach." 

In addition, if you own a stock, 
you probably understand the 
company and bought it for a good 
reason, but you’re likely to know 
little about the acquirer. 

Here’s a personal example: 
Last year. Banc One Corp. boug ht 
"outnBt Commerce .Corp., the 
only stock I owned (I traded in 
my other stocks for mutual fimds 
when I started writing this col- 
umn, to avoid conflicts of inter* 
est). 

After the buyout, I immediate- 
ly sold Banc One. I' knew First 
Commerce well, admired its man- 
agement and endorsed its strate- 
gy. But Banc One was a mystery, 
so why mess with it? Since the 
deal. Banc One shares have risen 
10 percent while the market as a 
whole is up 17 percent. 

It could have been worse. Last 
August, Boeing Co. bought 
McDonnell Douglas Corp. in a 
stock swap after shares of the lat- 
ter had quadrupled in three 
years. But since the buyout, 
Boeing stock has tumbled IS per- 
cent.

Parental supervision reduces teen sex

When it comes to teen-agers and 


"stuq good parenting makes a big 
difference. For all the debate over 
sex education in schools, the evi- 
dence so far suggests that parents 
play a stronger role than school- 
. based educational programs in 
encouraging sexual abstinence 
and preventing teen pregnancies. 

Studies show that dose parent- 
child relationships, dose parental 
supervision and strong religious or 
moral values all reduce the 
chances that a teen-agri will have 
sex or become pregnant. 

But many parents End it hard to 
talk to their kids about sex. Some 
worry that if they urge their ado- 
lescent not to have intercourse, yet 
also bring up condoms and contra- 
ception, they’ll be sending a mixed

“It’s hard for parents to tread 
the line of, 'When am I pushing 
sex?’ " said University of 
Maryland pediatrics professor 
Bonita F. Stanton. “It’s ft tough 
one." 

The hesrway io" make" parent— 
child discussions about sex com- 
fortable is not to treat the topic as 
unusual, said Douglas Kirby, a 
senior research scientist at 
California's ETR Associates and 
^ an expen on sex education. Age- 
appruprintc conversations about 
sex, love and relationships should 
start in childhood and continue 
throughout adolescence. 

“You don’t have a single conver- 
sation but multiple conversations,” 
Kirby said. “Sex should be like lots 
of other topics — you discuss it for 
20 seconds, then move on. You 
don’t wait for lads tp osk you ques- 
tions, because they will get the 
message. that this is something you 

don’t talk abyut,” 

Sexuality educator Debra W. 
Haffner agreed with that 
approach, “if you want to talk to 
your teen-ager, you’d better be 
talking to your 4 year old,” she 
sailL “For some lads, you will wait 
your whole life for them to ask a 
/question, We don’t wait for our 
aiildrcn to ask to teach them how 
to cross the street.” 

‘Parents should listen to their 
.child, but not hesi tat d to express 

■ “It’s a good idea for parents to 
. express their values about When 
, and under what, conditions young 
people should engage in sex — 
and to express their views about 
V contraception,” he said. 

. .One easy way to initiate a con- 
versation about love, sex and val- 
; uerbto discuss the characters In a 
movie or. television show. Haffner. 

. allows her 12-ycnr-old daughter to 
.watch the evening soap opera 
• “Dawson’s Creek,” but' only if 


Haffner watches it with her. After 
each episode, they discuss the 
characters’ relationships and 
behavior. She said her daughter 
doesn't usually find much to emu- 
late. 

Haffner said fear of giving 
mixed messages shouldn’t deter 
parents. “We give mixed messages 
all the rime,” she said. For exam- 
ple, parents often tell their teen- 
agers they shouldn’t drink, but 
also warn them that if they do 
drink, not to drive. 

“It’s important to communicate 
your family’s values" about sex to 
your children, Haffner said. “The 
next pan of the message is, 'If you 
ore smiting to think about having 
intercourse, I hope you will come - 
and talk to me.’ " 

The- third pan should be, “It Is 
critical that if you have inter- 
course, that you protect yourself 
by using, contraception and con- 
doms," she added. 

Many parents complain that 
teens think they know all about 
sex already. But that's not what 
teen-agers think, a new survey sug- 
gests. In a nationally representa- 
tive survey conducted in April for 
the Nnriotuil Campaign to Prevent 
Teen Pregnancy, only G percent of 
adolescents aged 12 to 17 thought 
they knew ‘as much or more than 
their parents about sex and rela- 
tionships. Topics that the teen- 
agers wished their parents would 
talk more about included sexually 1 
transmitted diseases and birth con- 
trol, how to manage dating and 
relationships, and knowing how 
and when to say “no." 

The National Campaign offers 
advice for parents of teens, as well 
as a list of resources. Among the 
campaign’s tips: 

• Set clear rules and curfews, 
and supervise children carefully. 

• Know your children’s friends 
and their families.

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• Discourage early, frequent ' 
and steady dating. 

• Don’t let teens date someone 
who is more than two years older 
(or younger). 

• Place a high value on educa- 
tion, and help teen-agers develop 
options for the future.

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huge drops in the admission of black, 
Hispanic and Native American students. 
Of 8034 students accepted at Berkeley, 
for example, only 191 were black— a 
66% drop from last year.

"No one can look at the sharp decline 
in non- Asian minority admissions and not 
feel saddened,” he said, "but I see plen- 
ty that is positive." He pointed to the 
sharp increase in minority admissions 
to less-competitive universities.

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Herbs are everywhere today, and the claim s ma de 
for their healing powers are growing. A "^"ftream 
physician tells which ones are effective and which 

should be avoided.

K EM EMBER WHEN HERBS 
were dispensed mainly by 
. "healers" and other practi- 
! . boners of alternative med- 
icine, and you could only buy them in 
health-food stores? Conventional doctors 
would have nothing to do with herbs. 
They didn't learn about them in medi- 
cal school, and there was no scientific lit- 
eratim: in this country proving that herbs 
and herb products worked and were safe. 

Times have changed. Establishment 
doctors like myself arc talcing a fresh 
look at herbal medicines— largely. I be- 
lieve, because of patient pressure. People 
are turning to u “natural" approach be- 
cause of their interest in prevention (not 

a strong suit of traditional medicine) and 
to find relief from a host of degenerative 
diseases, ranging from Alzheimer’s to 
arthritis, for which there is currently no 
cure. In addition, herbal medicine is now 
the subject of serious research not only 
abroad but also in America. 

- “Despitetheirgrowing-popolaniyand- 

all the hype surrounding them, herbs are 
not a panacea. Some work: many don’t. 
And you need to be at least as careful about 
. these "natural” products as about any 
medicine you buy in a drugstore. That’s 
because, even though herbs can be as 
poten t as any d rug. the gov eminent has 
1 classified them as foods, not drugs, and 
therefore they're not subject to the same 
rigorous evaluation and monitoring that 
the Food and Drug Administration docs 
for every medicine on the market. 

The following are some herbs I use in 
my own practice because 1 believe they 
__ ar e safe and effective and to some extent 
have been scientifically evaluated: 
EchtnacM (the purple coneflowcr) 
helps to alleviate the symptoms of colds 
and other common respiratory infec- 
tions. It is said to stimulate the immune 
system and. more specifically, to increase 
the effectiveness of the white blood cells 
that attack bacteria and viruses. Echi- 
nacea has littietoxicity, but don't use it 
if you have an autoimmune di seise, such 
as lupus. I advise my patients not to take 

it longer than 8 Weeks. In capsules, the 
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few interacts with blood thinner* (anti- 
coagulants), so be sure your doctor 
knows you’re taking it: You may need 
to have your blood tested more often to 
make sure it’s not too thick or too thin. 

Sana palnwtto helps men with be- 
nign enlargement of the prostate. It is 
virtually free of side effects, but you 
have to take it for several weeks before 
you notice any benefit. The daily dose 
is 80 milligrams of the standardized 
“iipoidaT extract— look for that desig- 
nation on the label. Saw palmetto docs 
not reduce libido or testosterone levels. 

Qtotcgo triloba is one of the most 
widely studied and prescribed herbal 
preparations in Europe. Because it di- 
lates blood vessels everywhere — includ- 
ing the head, bean and legs — it has been 
used (a) in the elderly to treat memory 
loss, Alzheimer’s and ringing in the cars; 
(b) in persons with coronary artery dis* 
ease: and (c) to improve blood flow in . 
narrowed arteries in the leg that make, 
walking painfiil. The recommended dose 


dosage is 2 or 3 per day, but I prefer the 
tincture — 1 5-20 drops in a half glass of 
water, 4 or 5 times a day, 

St. John’* wort (“wort" is Old 
English for "plant") is widely used in 
Europe to treat mild depression. It acts 
much like Prozac, Paxil and other se- 
lective serotonin reuptake inhibitors but 
is les$ potent and has fewer side effects. 
Do not combine St. John’s wort with 
any of these drugs. It also can cause pho- 


tosensitivity, so keep out of the sun when 
using it. The usual daily dosage is 300 
milligrams (af extracts containing 03% 
hypericin) 3 times a day, and I wouldn’t 
take it for longer than 8 weeks. 

F*v*rf*w sometimes prevents mi- 
graine headaches. It’s worth a try, but 
you have to stay with it for several weeks 

[t takes that long to work. The label 

should state that it contains 0.2% par- 
thcnolide (the active ingredient). Fcvcr- 


lcaf extract. 2 or 3 tiroes a day. Ginkgo 
reduces the tendency to clot, much Like 
aspirin and other anticoagulants. If you 
are totting blood thinners and decide to 
try ginkgo, let your doctor know. He or 
she can adjust the blood-lhinner dosage. 
One of the first studies of ginkgo, re- 
ported in the U.S. in 19SI7, documented 
its effectiveness in treating Alzheimer's 
and senile dementia. The reported ben- 
efit lasted six months to*a year. 

CUngmr. Usually thought of as a food, 
is an effective remedy I recommend rou- 
tinely to prevent motion sickness and 
nausca r 1 t^s-al sogood for- an-u psetstom- 
ach. Take I gram of ginger 30 minutes 
before you board ship, then 1/2 to 1 gram 
every 4 hours thereafter — but no more 
than 4 grams totalin any 24-hour period. 

Oartlc, another food, also has sever- 
al documented health benefits: It lowers 
; cholesterol, protects against heart dis- 
ease by thinning the blood, fights infec- 
[ lion by stimulating the immune system 
and lowers blood pressure. Garlic doesn’t 
have to stink to be effective. Fresh cloves 
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
